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THE LOVE JUDGE

This article was published in the Oregonian on 
September 11°. Excerpts are printed here for those 
of you who have not seen the original article. Judge 
Greg Milnes, W7AGQ, is long-time member of the 
OTVARC, and is the ARRL Northwest Division 
Vice Director. 


Oregon's longest-serving judge focuses on divorces and marriages 
because of his belief in families. 


6 Des judge has hijacked the wedding. He refuses to perform the 
ritual efficiently, mortifying the young, nerve-stricken couple 
waiting to be united. 


Instead, Judge Gregory E. Milnes of the Washington County 
Circuit Court, talks about his wife of 35 years, his children and 
grandchildren, all smiling from glamour portraits scattered about 
his chambers. 


He mentions the numerous divorces he handles each year — then 
wonders aloud if now is the appropriate moment to do so. Unfazed, 
he bumbles on to describe the ways breaking up affects children. 


In short, Milnes does everything shy of premarital counseling to 
get the couple to reflect upon the vows they are about to exchange. 


“Why,” he booms in a golden voice, “are you getting married?” 


The young couple both look as if they have been asked a trick 
question. But, they stammer out the words Milnes needs to seal the 
deal — assurances they will love, honor and cherish until death do 
them part. 


Milnes, Oregon’s most senior judge, performs more weddings and 
Oversees more divorces then any other judge in Washington 
County. Officiating over this yen and yang of romance has proved 
a good fit for the 58 year-old who believes in the sanctity of 
marriage and the importance of communication, but who has 
learned in his long career that relationships do go astray and end 
inn divorce. 


“I believe that marriage can be forever, but I 
understand that life is not a certain thing” 
Judge Gregory E. Milnes 


When people get to divorce court, their marriage clearly isn’t 
working, says Linda Spencer, a judicial assistant to Milnes for 13 
years. "So the next best thing you can do , and the kindest thing 
you can do. is to dissolve it in as gently a way as you can.” 


Milnes is good at that. So good, she adds, at listening and being 
patient with divorcing couples that they often settle before going to 
trial or “go away with a feeling that the healing can begin.” 


After graduating from Willamette University, Milnes began his 
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career in Washington County as a deputy district attorney in 1967. 
Two years later, Tom McCall appointed him District Court Judge. 
And five years after that he was elected to serve on Circuit Court. 


He gravitated toward family-law cases because he considered the 
more rewarding. The cases he hears, in which couples bicker over 
dishes, aren‘t the kind that make headlines. They are ones many 
judges avoid, because they deal with something arguably more 
confusing and mysterious than crime — human relationships. 


Judge Milnes was raised in Medford, Oregon, the oldest of two 
children. It was here that he embarked on a lifelong fascination 
with amateur radio after securing his amateur license in his 
sophomore year at high school. 


His interest in communication continued after high school, when 
he flirted with journalism, turning the dials for several Southern 
Oregon radio stations. He supported himself during his undergrad- 
uate years at Willamette University by working as a disc-jockey 
and reporter, covering two sessions of the Legislature. 


Judge Milnes says he has learned some lessons on love from the 
bench: It takes two to get married, but only one to get divorced. 
Dissolution is an easy way out of the relationship. The key to 
sticking with it is for couples to communicate their true feeling. 
Not judgments or indictments, but feelings. 


One way he balances the judicial score is to perform weddings. He 

averages more than 100 a year, according to his staff, who view 

them as “goodies” for their boss because they keep him so happy.

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HAM RADIO WILL BENEFIT FROM 
NEW ACE SPACECRAFT 


From The ARRL Letter 


ata generated by the Advanced Composition Explorer (ACE) 
|B eset, ~— launched from Kennedy Space Center in late 
August — will be of importance to everyone from Amateur Radio 
operators to solar and space physicists during the next 2 to 5 years. 
as we approach the solar maximum in 2000. 


This spacecraft will serve as the first real-time space weather 
satellite that will provide forecast centers around the world with 
valuable real-time information regarding the near-earth and inter- 
planetary space environments. 


The spacecraft is on its way toward an orbital location approxi- 
mately one million miles toward the Sun, between the Sun and the 
Earth (at what is known as the L1 point — the first liberation point). 
This is a point between the Sun and the Earth where the various 
forces which act upon spacecraft (gravity, for example) precisely 
balance out, enabling the spacecraft to orbit the Sun at the same 
rate as the Earth, but one million miles ahead of the Earth. The 
latest word is that ACE is functioning perfectly.

et ready to remember another batch of new call signs. Six 

weeks to the day after the opening of Gate 3. the FCC began 
processing vanity call sign applications. FCC personnel in Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania, had spent much of the intervening time clean- 
ing out a backlog of vanity applications filed prior to the Gate 3 
opening and matching up payments with electronic applications. 
On Wednesday, September 17, the FCC issued some 500 to 600 
vanity call signs to those who had filed applications on August 6. 
the opening day.

popular call sign databases. 


In all it appears that the FCC received more than 1,000 vanity call 

sign applications on August 6. Because earlier gates remain open.

The FCC still has not indicated when it 

plans to open Gate 4, which will make the vanity call sign program 

available in General, Tech Plus, technician and Novice licenses.

ANOTHER TROUBLESHOOTING 
TALE

Ww kind of BNC connectors do you have? A few months 
ago, the Orchards ARES team tested simplex contacts 
between Central Precinct in Brush Prairie and various places 
around the county. I was stationed at Central, as was Bruce, 
KC7UDC. As we contacted mobile operators who were traveling 
around the county, it soon was obvious that something was wrong 
mo My antenna, a mag mount on the roof of my car. I changed to 
«. vther antenna and we successfully finished our tests. 


Later I tested the mag mount antenna and couldn’t find anything 
wrong. It worked just fine when connected to an HT with a BNC 
connector (the mag mount antenna has a BNC plug). Then I 
remembered that when operating mobile I had used a BNC-to- 
PL239 adapter to connect the antenna to my mobile rig. I checked 
the adapter with an Ohm-meter, and it looked good, but when | 
connected it to a dummy load and fed RF through it, the SWR was 
over 6 to I! 


Since I had built the adapter several years ago, I thought perhaps 
one of my solder connections had broken, so I took a close look at 
it. Then I noticed that there was something different about the 
BNC socket. I compared it with another one and found that the 
socket was larger in the connector that didn’t work. I finally 
realized the socket that didn’t work was a 70 ohm type, which 
doesn’t get along with 50 ohm plugs. I checked my junk box — this 
was the only oddball BNC I had (it probably came from a Tek- 
(ronix surplus box). 


So check your connector stock and see if any have oversized pins or 
sockets! If vou can sort them out now, it could prevent some 
interesting problems later.

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> Radio Contest Rules, OTVARC Fifth Wednesday Radio Contest 


1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP codes 
as possible using 147.42 FM simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, Oct .29 1997 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multioperator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multioperator 
QSO. Count two (2) points for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked. 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement must be 
sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance i is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable of 
real communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.).
